Board of Election Commissioners Decide That the 
Executive Committee’s Ruling Was Correct, 


OFFICE OF BOARD OF ELECTION COMMISSIONERS, 
CITY OF Sr. LOUIS, Mo., March 25, 1897. 

At a meeting of the Board of Election Commissioners of the City of St. 
Louis, held in their office in the City Hall this.day, there were present George 
W. Jones, Chairman; W. F. Saunders, Secretary, and Thad C. Harris, Commis- 
sioner, whereupon the following proceedings were had, to-wit: 

It appearing that notice had been given to Edwin Harrison and Lee Meri- 
wether, contestants for the claim of having been legally and regularly elected 
as the Democratic nominee for the office of Mayor for said city, to be voted 
for at the ensuing election, to be held in April, that this Board would receive up 
to March 23, 1897, at 4 p. m., affidavits bearing on said question according to the 
form of procedure heretofore prescribed by the Board as follows: 

The Board of Election Commissioners will determine the question as to which 
of the Democratic conventions was regular and entitled to have its ticket 
placed on the official ballot under the caption, “Regular Democratic Ticket,“ by 
applying the following rules: 

1. All delegates holding the certificates signed by the Election Commission- 
ers, or proxies in legal form given to other persons by these regularly qualified 
delegates or any of them, were entitled to participate in the preliminary or- 4 
ganization of the Convention, whether their seats were contested or not. ,, 

2. Whichever of the two conventions contained a majority of the delegates 7 Y 15 YY 

or their proxies qualified as above, constituted the Regular Democratic Con- 4 ff 
vention; and this in spite of any irregularity in the opening proceedings. 4 

3. Evidence on this vital point must consist of affidavits signed. by the 
Chairman of each Ward Delegation, containing a list in each instance of the 
delegates from that ward participating with him in the Convention. If the 
accuracy of the Chairman’s affidavit is challenged by any delegate (or his 
proxy), whose name is contained in said list, then the Chairman's affidavit 
must be fortified by the affidavits of the individual delegates composing the 
Ward Delegation. 

4. Opportunity for submitting evidénce as above will be afforded to con- 
testing parties until 4 o’clock of the twenty-third day of March, 1897. All evi- 
dence must be submitted in writing. 

Of which form both of said parties had personal notice. And it further appear- 
ing that said Harrison did, on March 23, 1897, at 2:20 p. m., submit affidavits on the 
prescribed form bearing on his contention, and that said Meriwether at 3:52 p. m., 
on March 23, 1897 ,did present the following objections to said form of procedure, 
but submitted no affidavits whatever: 

To the Board of Election Commissioners, City of St. Louis, Mo.: Gentlemen— 
We most respectfully decline to acquiesce in the rules of evidence set forth in 
your favor ef March 22, wherein you state that the affidavit of the chairman of 
a ward delegation shall be accepted as showing how the vote of the ward was 
cast, unless some member of the delegation challenges the accuracy of the chair- 
man’s affidavit. 
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CANEA, March 25.—The insurgents made 
determined attacks upon the blockhouse or 
fort at Malaxa, outside of Suda, to-day.

The Sultan's fleet opened a badly-judged 
fire upon the insurgents in order to cover 
the retreat from the block house. The 
shells fell either short or far beyond thé 
insurgent forces. Consequently, the Chris- 
tians pushed forward steadily, pressing hard 
upon the rear of the Turks and keeping up 
a continual skirmish fire. 

The Turks made a stand now and then, 
pouring a few volleys in the Wirection of 
the insurgent skirmish lines. The insur- 
gents succeeded in pushing on as far as the 
village of Tsikalaria, where they set fire to 
some houses.

HELENA, Ark., March 25.—The situation 
here is more reassuring, although there has 
been a rise of a good inch and a quarter 
for the past twenty-four hours. The steam- 
boat Grace Velie came down out of the 
St. Francis River last night, where she had 
gone to bring out some stock, people and 
cotton seed, and reported a rise at High 
Banks of three inches from 7 o'clock yestgr- 
day morning until noon, when she left for 
this port. This would seem to indicate that 
we have not yet had the full force and ef- 
fect of the water, which has been deflected 
from the main channel by reason of the 
breaks in the levees in the St. Francis 
River. 

The ferryboat Maude came in yesterday 
from the overflowed country about Modoc, 
bringing a half dozen white families, with 
all their household effects, provisions. 
mules and horses. The Maude went back 
down the river at 4 o'clock and will bring 
up a load of cattle, people and provisions. 
The steamboat Zip McCoy and barges ar- 
rived at d o’clock this forenoon for Cheek & 
Avenue, bringing the family of Mrs. M. J. 
Oliver and all her cattle, mules and pro- 
visions. Mrs. Oliver’s magnificent plantation 
lies outside of the levee In the bend across 
from Island No, 6. The water was five feet 
deep in the Oliver residence. 

Another break occurred in the levee nine 
miles below Modoc early last night at Daw- 
son's. The Titan reported the break as be- 
ing five hundred feet wide. Capt. Notley 
of the Titan is of the opinion that prac- 
tically all the levees below Modoc will be 
swept away. The water is right at the 
top of the levee for miles and miles and 
it is simply impossible to command enough 
men to hold it. He believes Maj. Purvis 
will be able to hold the first levee thirty 
miles below this city, and he is concen- 
trating all his forces with that view. It

MEMPHIS IS GRATEFUL. 


Her Own Resources Not Sufficient to 
Care for All the Sufferers. 
Secretary Morgan of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change received Thursday the following let- 
ter from the Citizens’ Relief Committee for 


overfiow sufferers at Memphis, in reply to a 
telegram asking what aid St. Louis could 


render: 
; MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 24. 
Mr. George H. Morgan, Secretary Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, St. Louis, Mo.: 

Dear Sir—Referring to your telegram, and 
my letter of yesterday, will say that a gen- 
eral meeting of the Citizens’ Relef Com- 
mittee was called to-day at 3 o’clock, so that 
we might write you more fully in reply to 
your kind offer. I will first state that we 
have a relief committee of our very best 
citizens, and from this committee was se- 
lected an executive committee of five gentle- 
men, who are managing in the most econ- 
omical manner possible the relief that we 
are extending to the suffering humanity 
about us. Among the different reports read 
was @ report from the one in charge of the 
rescue or relief boats. There have been 
brought to this city on steamers, barges and 
otherwise between six and seven thousand 
refugees, about three-fourths of whom are 
from Ar 

This branch of the Relief Service we find 
to date have brought here about 1,500 head 
of live stock, while a very great number 
have been drowned, owing to the inability 
to get to them in time. This live stock 
has been found standing in the water for 
the past ten days or two weeks, with very 
little or nothing to eat, and on last Sunday 
the cattle relief barge landed here, and 
four head of stock died after being put out 
on the bank. There is still a large amount 
of stock now on ridges of land, and on nar-

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25.—Sena- 
tor Jones of Arkansas and other leaders 


of the silver cause are going to keep up 
the movement. Senator Jones says the 
people of the West are still for silver and 
ready for the next battle in behalf of silver. 
They believe, too, that the next battle will 
be won tor silver.“ 

Mr. Jones was asked if the adoption of 
the single gold standard by Japan had 
proved discouraging to the silver men in 
this country. 

Not at all,“ he replied. “Why should 
it? If the news we have received about 
the transaction is correct, our contention 
about money is sustained by Japan's ac- 
tion.

NEW YORK, March 2.—The news that 
Western railroads were withdrawing from 
the passenger and freight associations as 
a result of the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court against the Trans-Missouri 
Association, caused considerable stir among 
railroad men in this city. The New York 
railroad men, as a rule, look upon the with- 
drawal of the C. B. & Q. from the various 
associations as hasty, holding the opinion 
that it would be better to wait until the as- 
sociations are forced to disband,

ments.

Vice-President Bond, of the 2 Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, said that he had re- 
ceived notice from the Chicago office of the 
company that no action would be taken 
by that company until the full decision had 
been read by its general counsel and his 
opinion obtained. Mr. Bond said that h 
thought the railroad companies would ma 
every effort possible to secure a modificg- 
tion of the decision. 

President Fink of the Norfolk & Western 
Railroad, which is not a member of the 
Joint Traffic Association, said: “The rall- 
roads and newspapers appear to be going 
too fast in considering that the traffic as- 
sociations must disband by reason of the de- 
cision just rendered. The real question is 
whether all are in restraint of commerce as 
decided in the Trans-Missouri case. The 
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transportation which make part of the 


decision applies to one specific case, and it

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is not fair to argue that under it all traffic] 
associations are illegal. I do not think they 
Are. Every railroad has the right to en- 
deavor to get the best results from the 
conduct of its own business. The decision 
rendered Monday seems to me to be based 
on a misunderstanding of the facts, and if 
it were carried out against all the traffic 
associations it would be a disaster to busi- 
ness, the extent of which could not be cal- 
culated. Not only would the railroads be 


unable to see five days ahead, but, as prac- 


tically all industries are dependent on trans- 
portation, all would suffer greatly.“ 


OMAHA, Neb., March 2%.—Frederic R. 
Coudert of New York City, one of the re- 
ceivers of the Union Pacific, is in Omaha, 
attending the meeting of the receivers. In 
speaking of the Supreme Court’s decision 
on railroad associations, he said: 

There can be no doubt that the effect of 
this decision of the Supreme Court declar- 
ing the Trans-Missouri Freight Association 
illegal will be very far-reaching. It may 
very likely be that all freight and passen- 
ger associations will be dissolved because 
of the decision. It looks as though the 
Union Pacific and all other railroads that 
are in the hands of the receivers would 
most keenly affected by the decision. The 
receivers of a railroad are really a part of 
the court and no part of the court can take 
a position adverse to that of the Supreme 
Court. The whole matter is of auch very 
great importance that I should not care to 
g.ve any opinion until I had first read the 
full text of the decision,”’

THE TARIFF DEBATE. 

The Democratic minority in the House 
ef Representatives has made excellent 
use of its small opportunities for debate 
of the Dingley tariff bill. Under the ar- 
bitrary rules of that body and the arbi- 
trary rulings of its Speakér, the gag has 
been used to throttle discussion, but the 
Democrats have occupied their time to 
the best advantage. They have said the 
right thing in the right way. 

There is no longer need of an educa- 
tional campaign on the tariff question. 
The country knows the arguments by 
heart. But it needs another practical 
lesson in the operation of a tariff levied 
Yor protection only and not for revenue. 
That is what it voted for last year, and 
that is what it is going to get. It is proper 
for Democrats to make a formal protest 
and to point out the dangers of the policy.

WHERE THE MONEY GOES. 
President Frederick of the St. Louis 
Board of Assessors says that St. Louis 
now pays more than her share of State 
taxes, He adds that the District Assessors 
meet with constant complaints from 

property holders. 

The rate of State tax is the same in St. 
Louis as in other Missouri communities. 
The struggle to keep down assessments 
is primarily a struggle to avoid the pay- 
ment of an undue proportion of State tax. 
So far as municipal taxation, the basis of 
all assessments, is concerned, reducing 
the assessment would enly result in an 
increase of the rate if there were no other 
sources of municipal revenue. 

But there are other sources. Under the 
laws of the State and under the ordi- 
nances of cities and towns, licenses, and 
particularly saloon licenses, are made 
sources of local revenue which largely 
decrease the assessments on real prop- 
erty. 

The last official report of Excise Com- 
missioner Bell showed that during the 
four years since the office of Excise Com- 
missioner was created $500,000 more of 
saloon license revenue was collected than 
during the four years preceding, when 
Collector Ziegenhein had charge of that 
work. And in Ziegenhein’s term, as the 
records of the Government Internal Rev- 
enue Office showed, there were from 700 
to 1,000 more saloons in St. Louis than 
since the Excise Commissioner’s work 
began. 

Millions of dollars in licenses due the 
city, and for the collection of which 
Ziegenhein was elected, have never 
reached the Treasury. As a result St. 
Louis ass@ssments are high and we pay 
more than our proportion of the State

ALARM IN CHICAGO. 

Chicago has not been submerged by the 
wave of prosperity for which she cast 
so many votes, legal and illegal, last No- 
vember. And now a Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor, standing on a reaffirma- 
tion of the Chicago platform and person- 
ally a supporter of every principle it ex- 
pressed, is practically sure of election.

Another stage has been reached in the 
war of the great if the latest 
reports from Pittsburg can be credited. 
The Carnegie concern has planned to rear- 
range two more of its largest mills for 
steel rails and to make another cut in 
prices down to $11 a ton. Even with an 
unmatched perfection of plant—and it ig 
well known that it can make rails more 
cheaply than any other establishment in 
the world—it is doubtful whether it can 
manufacture profitably at this figure. 

It is simply a declaration of war against 
the Tllinois Steel Company, and that there 
has been more than a smoldering hostility 
for a good while has been an open secret in 
and out of the trade. Great as are the re- 
sources of the Chicago corporation, it will 
be an exhausting tax to meet this fresh 
strategy of the enemy. True, Chicago can 
procure its ore more cheaply, take it for 
all in all, than Pittsbu@g, but this will not 
fully offset economy of process. With the 
new facilities, provided by changing bil- 
let mills into rail mills, it is estimated that 
the Carnegie people can make an output of 
2.200 tons per diem, and supply at least 
three-quarters of the probable demand. 
The Illinois ironmasters dealt a heavy blow 
at the Pittsburg concern in offering to 
make armor plate at $240 per ton on @ 
twenty-year contract, when Carnegie’s and 
the Bethlehem Company insisted on $400 
as a minimum price. The steel rail coup in 
return is a genuine thrust in retort.

A magnificent audience greeted the artist 
at Music Hall Wednesday night. It was her 
third appearance in the role. Other Car- 
mens had been seen meanwhile, notably 
Miss Nethersole’s dramatic production. 
Most of her hearers were in a mood for 
criticism and comparison. Calve met the 
test and conquered. Until Nethersole came 
we deemed Calve’s Carmen the limit of dra- 
matic abandon. In the light of the compari- 
son it ‘s she who has ths restraint of true 
art. This Gascon, with all her tropical blood, 
shows a Gypsy, all heart and no head, a 
savage, but still a natural woman. Her 
Saxon rival makes Merimee’s heroine a de- 
generate, a woman of scarlet ecstasies. 
Calve’s Gypsy, with a thin veneer of civill- 
zation, is not a stranger to society. Nether- 
sole’s creature is found only in the mad- 
house. The cultivated taste is not at a loss 
to choose between them. 

Comparison between the operatic and the 
dramatic stage is not always to the point, 
but it is pat in Calve’s case because she is 
as great an actress as she is a singer. 
Francisque Sarcey said of Rejane: Her 
voice aims at the heart; her gestures knock 
at it.” The same is true of Calve. More 
than that the impress of her genius at an 
opportune moment has brought about a re- 
naissance in operatic art. Just as Bizet’s 
Carmen“ subdued the trivialities of the 
romantic school and dlased the way for 
Wagner, so Calve, following the methods 
of the singers from Bayreuth, has demon- 
strated the intimacy between the dramatic 
and vocal arts and set the standard for the 
exponents of the operatic heroines of the 
new school that has already given us 
Nedda and Santuzza. 

In the opera of the future there can be no 
divorce between singing and acting. The 
mere vocalist will be relegated to the con- 
cert stage. Calve’s genius has precipitated 
the crisis. 

There was evidence in last night’s pro- 
duction that the Metropolitan Company’s 
management rely on Calve’s overshadowing 
greatness to carry the performance without 
the aid of expensive accessories. Mons. 
Salignac, the Don Jose playing at love with 
the voluptuous Calve, reminded one inces- 
santly of Taffy’s remark anent Trilby and 
Little Billy—“How she loves that little 
shrimp.” The tenor was as fussy and in- 
consequential as Du Maurier’s hero, He 
has a melodious voice, but it lacks power. 
Mons. Lasalle was an ideal Escamillo 
physically, though his one great arta, 
„Toreador,“ was lacking in power. He 
amazed us somewhat by going in to kill 
several bulls for the admiring populace in 
a “biled” shirt, and the starchiest collars 
and rolling cuffs that the American steam 
laundries are capable of producing. Marie 
Engle was the only notable member of the 
cast aside from Calvé. She has a winsome 
face, an alluring figure and a sweet girlish 
voice that suited admirably the tender 
Micaela. The chorus, orchestra and ballet 
were eminent aides to the success of the 
performance. 


Wednesday afternoon Manager Grau ex- 
hibited the strong reserve force of his or- 
ganization. “Ill Trovatore” was given, with 
Miss Sophie Traubman as Leonora, Mme.

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PINGREE DENOUNCED. 


Called a Demagogue by a Member of 
the Michigan Senate. 


LANSING, Mich., March 25.—There was 
an unusual scene in the Senate of the Mich- 
igan Legislature when the Governor of the 
State was denounced as a demagogue. The 
discussion was over the bill of Senator 
Covel requiring the Governor to make ap- 
pointments during the session of the Legis- 
lature so that they may be acted upon by 


the Senate. 

Senator C. W. Moore of Detroit moved 
to strike out all after the enacting clause, 
denouncing the bill as an insult to the 
Governor. Senator Covel stated that the 
bil simply requtred the Governor to do what 
the framers of the constitution plainly con- 
templated he would do when it was pro- 
vided that all appointments of the Gov- 
ernor should be approved by the Senate. 

He stated that there were not over forty 
appointments which ought to be made by 
the Governor, but that he was evidently 
holding them up until after the Leg:siature 
should adjourn. He charged Gov. Pingree 
with desiring to appoint Prof. Bemis of Chi- 
cago Labor Commissioner, but was afraid 
to do so until after the Legislature ad- 
journed, When the Senate cannot pass upon 
it. The commission of the present Labor 
Commissioner expired six weeks ago. 

Senator Thompson said that Bemis was 
reported to be a sort of an Anarchist in 
Chicago, and he thought Michigan had 
enough of that kind of people. 

Unusual warmth characterized the discus- 
sion, at the close of which the bill was 
agreed to in committee of the whole and 
immediately passed by a vote of 18 to 9.

"VITRIFIED BRICK TESTS. 


St. Louis Methods Will Be Accepted by 
Other Cities. 


The Board of Public Improvement’s Com- 
mittee on Streets completed the standard 
vitrified brick specifications, and they have 


been adopted by the board. 

Nearly all cities of the first-class in the 
United States have been awaiting the re- 
sult of these experiments. It is conceded 
that St. Louis has the best facilities for 
testing, and her specifications are recog- 
nized as standard. Street Commissioner 
Milner has received over a hundred re- 
quests from other cities for copies of the 
specifications. 

There are many radical changes. The 
absorption, cross . and crushing 
tests are abandoned. Chief reliance is now 

laced in the rattler. It will be 28 inches 

n diameter, and 20 inches in length, meas- 
ured inside the chamber. It has 14 sides. 
The bulk of the standard charge will be 
— to 15 per cent of the cubic contents 
of the rattling chamber, The rotary speed 
will be 30 per minute and 1,800 revolutions 
will constitute a test. 

The loss will be calculated in per cents 
of the weight of the dry brick composing 
the charge. 

The absorption test is abandoned because 
in the opinion of the committee any pav- 
ing brick which will satisfy the require- 
ments of reasonable mechanical tests will 
not absorb sufficient water to prove in- 


,Jurious to it in service. 


The cross breaking and crushing tests 
are made purely optional and not neces- 
sary as a proof of excellence. From the 
experiment work done under the direction 
of the committee it is not possible to 
show any close relationship between the 
qualities necessary for a good paving ma- 
terial and high structural strength. 

The new specifications will govern in all 
the work of street and alley improvement 
done during the coming summer, which Mr. 
Milner says will be greater than ever be- 
fore. Already ordinances have been passed 
for a great number of new brick streets. 

The tests being standard, Mr. Milner 
says it will be impossible for manu- 
facturers of inferior brick to claim in the 
future that they are discriminated against. 
The company which can furnish bricks of 
the required excellence at the lowest figure 
will sell the most to St. Louis contractors. 

Mr. Milner laughs at Ziegenhein’s home 
rule talk so far as it applies to the pur- 
— of material for the Street Depart- 
ment. 

“Mr. Ziegenhein can no more control 
those things,“ he says, than he can gov- 
ern the heavenly bodies. All contracts 
must be let to the lowest bidders. After 
the contracts are let the city cannot dic- 
tate to the contractors where they shall 
buy their macadam, granite or vitrified 
brick further than to stipulate that it 
shall be of a certain quality.”

HY A CIGARETTE 


PANIC IN THE UNION HOUSE ON 
NORTH SIXTH STREET. 


ONE MAN BADLY BURNED. 


There Were Several Narrow Escapes, 
but Little Damage Was Done 
to the Building. 


The Union House at 719 North Sixth 
street is one of several cheap rooming 
places opposite Union Market, frequented 
by those whose limit is 25 cents for a night’s 
lodging. Night Clerk William Young reg- 
istered 76 lodgers Wednesday night and dis- 
tributed them two and three in a room on 
the two floors which the place boasts. 
Most of the patrons of the place retire late 
and are late risers. 


Thureday morning one of the lodgers on 
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later by a horrible dream in which he was 
being burned at the stake by Comanche In- 
dians. He leaped up and threw the blaz- 
ing mattress through the door into the long 
hall. Then he ran out crying Fire!“ 

Few of the lodgers had yet awakened. 
The cry aroused those on the top floor, and 
they ran into the hall. There was appar- 
ently little danger from the mattress and 
they tr.ed to Stamp out the fire. Failing 
in this, they sought buckets with which to 
throw water on the blaze. They could find 
no buckets. The floor caught fire, and 
those who had been fighting the flames 
decided that it was useless. 

Most of them had dressed, and these had 
run down the stairs. The others remalned 
long enough to throw on the most neces- 
sary articles of apparel, and, snatching 
up the rest of their clothes, jo.ned the fu- 

itives. Meanwhile the smoke was pouring 
rom the other wincows on Sixth street. 

Policeman McSheedy saw it and turned 
in an alarm of fire before the lodgers on the 
top floor reached the landing below. In 
consequence they there encountered a 
struggling mass of humanity consisting of 
the lower floor lodgers, 
aroused at last by the noise in the street. 
For a time the narrow staircase to the 
street was completely choked. 

Then the crush from above overcame 
those below, and the entire mass floun- 
dered down the stairway kicking, struggling 
and cursing. Those in front fell, rather 
than ran, down the stairs, several 3 
prostrate on the pavement. They pickec 
themselves up uninjured and turned to 
watch the others descending. 

The staircase was at last cleaned, but be-

had not awakened until after the 
were across the hall on the top floor, be- 
tween his room and the stairs. He had to 
fight his way through the fire, crawling on 
the floor most of the way. The inner part of 
his right arm was a huge blister, his mus- 
tache was singed and his hair almost 
burned from his head.

A few moments later a man e at 
one of the windows on the top floor.

Harland shivered in his undershirt until 
a patrol wagon arrived half an hour later 
and conveyed him to the ge Dispensary.

He was so cold aud 
overcome by fright and the loss of his pos- 
sessions that he was practically speechicss. 

A few well-directed streams extinguished 
the fire within twenty minutes after it 
broke out. It was confined to the top floor

Accuses Thomas Gibson of Steelville 
and His Own Agent of De- 
frauding Him. 


An amended bill to the cause of John C.

Gibson had over 50,000acres of land, part 
of which he had purchased from the M d- 
land Blast Furnace Co., and, it is sa. d, this 
land was sold to Hubinger at $4 per acre. 
The 1 $10,000 in cash and a note for 
$15,000, was the consideration. 

Before the latter become due the Iowa 
| capitalist was informed that something 
was wrong and decided to investigate. At 
Steelville, he alleges, he was met by one 
of the Law-Gibson combine’s men dis- 
guised as a farmer, who after driving him 
a short way into the country satisfied him 
the land was all right. 

A communication from anf attorney to 
Huntinger casting a shadow on the title 
of the land caused Law to be summoned to 
Keokuk. The agent is said to have admitted 
Gibson’s title was not clear, and, when the 
note was presented payment was refused. 

Hubinger’s original suit was to clear the 
title that he might sell the land. While 
this was pending he was acquainted with 
the deal that had been put up, and the bill 
now presented asks the whole transaction 
be set aside.

TRANSMISSOURI ASSOCIATION. 


ANTI-TRUST LAW FEARED. 


— 


Supreme Court’s Decision Already Felt 
and a Lively Freight War 
May Soon Result. 


Already the effect of the United States 
Supreme Court's decision in the case of 
the Trans-Missouri Association is being 
felt in St. Louts. 

The Supreme Court rules that the Trans- 
Missouri Association and similar organiza- 
tions maintained by railroads to regulate 
rates are illegal and that the anti-trust law 
applies to such associations. 


While officials of the roads centering in 
Si. Louis are or profess to be at sea as to 
the ultimate result of the decision, they are 
nevertheless hastening to free themselves 
from any “entangling alliances’’ which 
might bring them within the pale of the 
law as interpreted by the Supreme Court. 

The Burlington withdrew from all traf- 
fic association of which it had been a mem- 
ber as soon as the news of the decision 
reached St. Louis, and other lines are 
rapidly following suit. f 

raffiCc magsers of the largest lines 
centering in . Louls met in the office of 
the Southwestern Traffic Association in 
the Union Trust building Wednesday after- 
noon behind closed doors. 

The proceedings were kept secret, but 
the result of the meeting was evident an 
hour after adjournment, when the Missouri 
Pacific, the Iron Mountain. the Cotton Beit, 
the St. Louis & San Francisco and the At- 
chison, Topeka & Santa Fe roads sent out 
notices that they would immediately with- 
draw from all traffic associations with 
which they had been connected. 

he Wabash announced that it would 
Await the decision of a conference of St. 
Louis and Chicago lines to be held in Chi- 
cago Friday. 

ile the effect of the decision in anni- 
hilating traffic associations is not denied by 
local railway officials, they are as yet un- 
able or unwilling to say what bearing it 
will have on existing freight rates. 

If the rvling of the Supreme Court is 
destined to result in a rate war or a gen- 
eral reduction in freight rates, local rali- 
road men are unwilling to admit it or to 
make any statement which might give a 
line on the probable future action of the 
roads, 

General Manager Ramsey of the Wabash 
and President S. W. Fordyce of the Cotton 
Belt would not discuss the probable effect 
of the decision on freight rates, saying they 
could not express an opinion until they 
had seen the decision in full. 

Assistant General Traffic Agent Willlam 
Gray of the Burlington when asked what 
effect the decision would have on freigh: 


“I can't tell you that. One thing is cer- 
tain. Associations formed to maintain 
rates cannot stand before the law. The 
Burlington has withdrawn from all associa- 
tions of the kind.“ 

When asked whether it would be possible 
for the railroads to form associations of any 
kind which would not confiict with the Su- 
preme Court's decision, Mr. Gray said: 

“I think not if the associatione bad for 
their object the maintenance ‘of freight 
rates. Just now it seems thai the adjust- 
ment of rates will have to be made inde- 
pendently by the different roads. Whether 
the roads will cut rates is a difficult point 
to determine.“ 

General Agent J. T. 
ville 4 Nashville said: 

“The Supreme Court's decis'ton has not 
upset rates yet. Just what effect it will 
have I cannot say. I don’t believe it will 
affect rates at all, for the simple reaSon 
that rates are on an equitable basis now 
and none of the roads will, care to reduce 
their revenue.”’ 

Traffic Manager Orr hesitated when ques- 
tioned. He started to reply, but stopped 
suddenly and was thoughtful for a minute. 

“I don’t think I care to pose as a prophet,”’ 
he said finally. “It is a pretty hard question 
tO answer anyway. In fact we are all at 
fea and cannot determine just what we will 
do until we have an opportunity to see the 
full text of the decision.”’ 

Vice-President and General Manager J. J. 
Turner of the Vandalia is in Cincinnati. In 
his absence his assistants and other offi- 
als at the office declined to discuss the 
effect of the decision on freight rates. 

Shippers and traffic men generally believe 
that the railroads will appeal to Congress 
for legislation, which will enable them to 
regulate rates under the supervision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The Southwestern Traffic Association's 
Office in the Union Trust building was open 
Thursday morning, but no new business 
was being transacted. 

Routine work on hand before the decision 
Was handed down was being finished. 

Secretary E. T. Campbell said: The work 
we have to finish up will keep us busy for 
several days. Whether we will close the 
office then depends on developments. If 
the executive officers of the road having a 
membership in the association decide that 
the decision applies to this organization we 
will have to suspend operations. None of 
us know just what the situation is, and it 
Will be at least a week before railroad offi. 
clals will be able to determine the scope of 
the dec‘sion. No one here has seen the full 
text of the ruling. 

“It may be found that this association 
ia not illegal. As to that the roads will be 
governed by the advice of their attorneys. 

“The only road that has officially notified 
us of its withdrawal is the Santa Fe, though 
IT understand that several other roads de- 
cided to withdraw yesterday. The closing 
of this office would throw about twenty- 
five men out of employment, including 
Chairman I.. F. Day and myself, 

“I think it altogether likely that the roads 
will endeavor to get permission from Con- 
Kress to continue publishing a joint tariff 
under the supervision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commiesion. I know that indl- 
vidual members of the commission recog- 
nize traffic associations when properly con. 
ducted as a benefit both to the railroads 
and the public.“
